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find of thing must not be allowed to 
continue.

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Trouble In Thailand 


‘The rights and the wrongs of this quarrel 
between the French in Indo-China and. the 
Siamese, now known ag Thallanders, are 
ai Meuit’to assess even at this close proximity. 
‘That the Siamese have some ancient rights 10 
certain territories taken over in past years by 
the French’ seoms to be fairly obvious, provided 
fone concedes that nominal, but unexereised 
authority of decadent kingdoms was still 
‘maintainable in the imperialist era of the 1ast 
century. If this argument is acceptable, it fol- 
lows “logically that Thailand or Siam is 
legitimately a part of Indo-China, since the 
empire which in the fourteenth century ruled 
fat Angkor, once controlled a large part of the 
‘Thai tribes which make up Siam. This is just 
‘as good an argument as that which has been 
put forward by the apologists for Thailand, that 
that country is only seeking o return of terri- 








‘serious risk in launching out further afield. The 
censorship is effectively preventing any news 
fof the real situation from leaking out, But it 
‘would appear that two factions in the Iron 
Guards, who were primarily responsible for 
Hitler's casy conquest—for that is what it 
‘amounts to—of Rumania, are at loggetheads.

try, Indeed, some of them have never seen the 
land from which their fathers and grandfathers 
emigrated. But thelr loyalty as members 
of the British peoples has never been in 
doubt, Today, whether their homes are in 
Britain, in China, in any part of the British 
Empire or in those countries, which are “Allles 
to fight and beat the Nazis, they cre doing thelr 
bit just as the women at home are playing thelr: 
part in the front line where danger. and death 
face man, woman and child: dally. 


Axis Short of Metals 


In spite of German expansion over almost the 
whole of Europe and of the new: 

ment. with Soviet Russia, the Axis

|effective production ‘of munitions, recent sur- 
‘vey shows. The intfoduction by the United 
States of export. licences for copper, ‘bron: 
zine, nickel and potas) 

‘American defence programme; emphasizes the 
importance of these metals for war purposes. 
Brass, being a compound’ of copper. and. zine, 
‘used ‘principally for shell and cartridge cases, 
and bronze being a copper alloy with a little 
tin and zine, the main interest centres: round 
the basic materials—copper, 
Copper fs essential in the 
where it is used, among other purposes, for a) 
forms of witing. Zine is necessary for 
galvanized sheeting, and nickel is essential for 
certain special steels used in aircraft and for 
‘armour-plating. By far the greatest proportion 
‘of the world’s copper production is in countries 
to which the Axis powers have no access. The 
total world production of copper has been 
estimated at 2,848,000 metric tons, and 85.6 per 
cont. of this is produced in countries which 
cannot, even if they would, ship the metal to 
the Axis, Of this, 24.8 por cent. is produced Jn 
the British Empire. The export licence system 
which will be introduced in the United States 
on February 3, will make another 324 per cent. 
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ff muccess, to establish under the Fascist rule- 
With a singularly inept conception of the facts, 
4 certain section of the Japanese press has been 
endeavouring to prove that Britaia is the in- 
igator of the Siamese demands against Indo 
China. Great Britain has litle other interest in 
the position of Slam or of Indo-China than the 
Taintenance -of the status quo; but in. this 
status quo the whole of Malaya is vitally con- 
cerned. It Is perhaps unfortunate for those who 
appear to be behind the Thalland-Indo-China 
agitation that the technique of trouble-malding 
has been made so well known by Hier in 
Europe that it Js easily recognized even when 
encountered in the Far East. There seems to be 
nothing between Bangkok and Hanol which can 
‘ot be seltled round a conference table, and this 
somewhat ridiculous threat of war is, iherefore, 
to te deplored.

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CHINA’S FOREIGN LOANS 
Jan. 9. 
In a review of the Customs figures for last 





year, “Finance & Commerce” divulges some 
interesting information showing that while 
the revenue expressed in dollars shows con~ 
siderable ingrease over the previous twelve 
‘months, there has, owing to-the depreciation 
of theChinese National dollar, been a. very 
substantial decrease of income when express~ 
‘ed in terms of sterling, For 1940 there was 
fa drop of 6 per cent. in sterling values, and 
no less than 59 per cent. as compared with 
1936, the last complete year before the out~ 
break of hostilities. It will be remembered 
that in May, 1938, an arrangement was come 
to between Great Britain and Japan whereby 
the Customs revenue collected in ports 
occupied by the Japanese should be placed: 
ina special fund, and that’ due proportion’ 
should be {aken from it, and, added to similar 
contributions from the’ revenues of ports in 
Chinese control, used for the purpose of ser- 
vieing’ the foreign loans secured upon 
Customs reveinie, 

. “ithis plan involved no saerifice of Chins 
sdvereignty, and in fact was, os it was ex- 
pressly stated intended to be of purely tem~ 
porary nature, and a practical way out of 
the, difficulties ‘created by abnormal condi- 
tions avising out of the hostilities. Con- 
sidering’that the Japanese never hold securi~ 
ties of other countries inthe same sense 
that other nationals invest jn theirs, Japanese 
consent to this scheme was an important 
gesture on thelr part, and was undoubtedly 
inspired by an eminent desire to be fair! 
‘and honourable, It is a regrettable fact that] 
the Chinese National Government rejected 
the scheme on the ground: that it involved 
‘an Impairment of Chinese sovereignty, a con- 
tention with which there cannot ‘be the 
slightest agreement, for it merely recognized 

+ an’ unusual state of affairs, protecting the in- 
tevests of the Chinese Government on the 
‘one hand, and the foreign bondholders on 
the other, ‘The result of this rejection is 
that while domestic bonds secured upon 
Customs surpluses are met in wei-wah in 
full, the bonds which are first and direct 
charge upon Customs revenue itself still go 
unpaid. 

it is true that these funds are 
accumulating and will, as.it is at present 
understood, be ultimately used for the pur- 
pose of discharging the obligations which 
remain unmet. But with the depreciation 
of the dollar, and the reduction of trade, not 
all of which is due to the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, it is clear that the- rate of 
accumulation will not be maintained. ‘The 
offect of holding up the servicing of the 
foreign loans directly secured upon the 
Customs revenue has been to inflict very 
serious hardship upon those who have in- 
vested in them. Moreover they find that in 
servicing the domestic loans out of Customs 
surpluses, and other sources of revenue the 
Chinese National Government is in fact dis- 
cerlminating against those who have extended 
it such considerable assistance in the past, 
‘and whose Governments even now are 
supplying it with yet moxe funds, ‘The con- 
clusion to be drawn is that the Chinese 
‘National Government will accept everything 
it can obtain, but is reluctant to take a step 
which would’ relieve it of the odium of fafl- 
ing fo mect commitments which under the 
plan’ of 1938 it would have been perfectly 
able, to do, 


‘There can be no doubt about, it; the 
situation is highly unsatisfactory, and does 
the Chinese Government no-eredit whatever. 
Tt is not a fact that it is unable to carry out 
{ls obligations to the foreign bondholders. 
Rather is it true that because of a mere 
quibble “concerning China's sovereignty, 
Which has no real basis, the Chungking 
Government is defaulting. It may be said 
that it is only a temporary default, and that 
eventually. all just claims will be met. ‘That 
is but cold comfort to those foreign bond- 
holders who realize’ that the money {s avail~ 
able for. the payment of what is due to them, 
‘and who have embarked upon commitments 
which: they may “have found Impossible to 
fulfil owing to non-payment. At this junc~ 
{ure it {snot easy {o suggest a remedy. Tt 
is problematical whether the considerations 
which permitted the fashioning of the 1938

plan would now apply as completely as they 
did then, but it surely is for the Chinese 
Government at any rate to revise the stand 
it then took, and do something towards re- 
lieving the "hardship which the {rrational.

SHANGHAI TRAFFIC 
Jan. 9. 


There can be no question that the matler 
of Shanghai's trafic needs to be given very 
serious consideration, for the impression is 
growing that the streefs of this cily are 
being used without due regard for all the 
various classes of traffic which pass. along 
them. A great deal of present trouble is 
to be attributed to the faults of previous 
generations, who failed to understand the 
potentialities of the place, and plan accord- 
ingly, and to the conditions which have 
prevailed in Shanghai since the outbreak of 
‘Sino-Japanese hostilities. But apart from 
that it is diMicult to avoid the conclusion 
that all classes of traffic are neither sufl- 
ciently controlled, nor co-operate adequately 
enough to get the best value out of our 
thoroughfares. Thus what appears to be an 
unreasonable amount of parking of motor- 
car in narrow streets, such as Szechuen Road 
brings’ about not only bad traffic congestion 
but contributes largely to the noise for which 
‘that road Is notorious. 

It is when the Bund and Nanking Road 
are considered that it is possible to indicate 
the chief offenders who are without doubt 
the public utilities, “viz, the buses and the 
trams, Conditions ‘along the Bund are bad 
enough. With bus turnabouts at Nanking 
and Peking Roads, with a tram loop near 
Avenue Edward VII and a trolley loop round 
Foochow Road, the Bund and Hankow Road, 
this thoroughfare has been heavily congested 
by the wharfage activities along the river 
bank. For some weeks now the tramway 
company have been relaying a section of 
their lines from Avenue Edward VII to well 
past Canton Road, depriving traffic of the 
centre of the thoroughfare and thereby 
adding greatly to the congestion. This is at 
a point where the traffic proceeds in all 
sorts of direction, with strings of trams some- 
times six or seven at a time waiting to pass 
round the loop, with the normal traffic along 
the Bund, and. the lorries passing to and fro 
across the ordinary traffic lines. Yet it is 
here that for weeks past the surface of the 
road.has been disturbed and the work carried 
on at a pace which seems lamentably slow. 
In any big city sugh. work would have. to 
be performed at night ‘and. the road surface 
made available for use by day, and it. is 
suggested that this should be the case here. 

The junction of Nanking Road and the 
Bund during the rush hours has to be seen 
to be believed. ‘The bus stop at the Palace 
Hotel is a definite hindrance to traffic, due 
mainly to the disregard by the bus drivers 
of what would be regarded as ordinary 
common sense. Buses pull up to take on 
passengers, not close to the Kerb, as is done 
in any well managed city, but’ feet away 
from it. No passenger should have to step 
‘out into the road to mount a bus, but should 
be able tp do so direct from the pavement. 
Failure to pay regard to this simple point 
Teads to the buses occupying more of the 
trafic channel than should be the case, and 
undoubtedly contributes very largely to the 
congestion at that particular point. It is 
perfectly certain ‘that, if London bus drivers 
handled their vehicles’ in this respect in the 
same manner as do local -drivers, action 
would be takon and the men brought to a 
proper realization of their duty. 

But the public utilities are not the only 
ones (o blame. There is a deplorable habit 
amongst motor-car drivers, who desire to 
pick up a friend, of stopping in the middle 
of the road to do so, and holding up every 
vehicle following. Obviously their duty is 
to draw in to the kerb but that is honoured 
more in the breach than the observance. It 
may be argued that the system of parking in 
some streets does not permit of this being 
done, but the answer to that is that people 
should be picked up’ at spots where it is 
possible to do so without stopping the or- 
dinary flow of traffic. In all of this there 
is no desire to ‘criticize the police, who, it 
{s-fully realized; are carrying out their duties 
under a number of adverse conditions, and 
doing it very -well indeed. What is wanted 
is more co-operation all round from the users 
of Shanghai's streets, and the display of a 
better traffic sense than is at present notice- 
able, though, perhaps, a little punishment 
meted out where necessary might have & 
salutary effect. 











UNITED STATES PREPARE

relative to the increase and reorganization of 
the United States Navy, which will provide 
for the disposition of three separate fleets in 
Atlantic, Pacific and Asiatic waters. Thus 
together -.with' a well trained conscripted 
‘army, with all the industrial plant of the 
country turned to the task of providing for 
the defence of the nation, an effort will be’ 
made during the next few years of entirely’ 
unprecedented proportions. “It is inevitable 
that the President's proposals with regard to 
the US. Navy will cause no small amount of 
heart-burning, particularly in Japan. In. 
Great Britain’ they will be welcomed as in- 
dicating that, if necessary, the United States 
is preparing to fight for Democracy should 
that be forced upon her. So far as Japan 
is concerned these proposals envisage no 
desire upon the part of the United States 
to enter upon a war of aggression but rather 
fo resist such should one be foreed upon 
em, 


[tt needs to be remembered that the 
astronomical figure of US$17,000,000,000, 
‘at which President Roosevelt's Budget is 
placed, does not include what he hopes the 
United States will be able to do in the nature 
of further assistance to Great Britain and her 
‘Allies. “Loans” to Democracies could. not 
be included because they had not been 
authorized by Congress, which, however, 
‘would be immediately asked for some appro- 
priations. That can only be made possible 
by the repeal of the Johnson Aet, for which 
a Bill has already been introduced before 
the legislature. ‘That assistance, and sub- 
stantial assistance at that, will be forthcoming 
fs clearly the President's intention, and large 
as the help afforded has already been, noth- 
{ing will be denied Britain and her Ailies to 
id them in bringing this war to a successful 
conclusion. Defeat of the Axis Powers is the 
best insurance for future security and peace 
that the United States could possibly have 
‘and in thus contributing towards it the United 
States will be making a gilt-edged invest- 
ment. Thus in the space of a very short 
while the attitude of the United States to- 
wards this great struggle has undergone s0 
profound a change that could not possibly 
have been safely. forecast twelve months ago. 
‘That has not been done by British pro- 
paganda, but by that of Germany and Ttaly, 
as seen not only in the menace 10 American 
safety which enemy agents have been foster- 
ing for years past, but also by the actions of 
the ‘Axis Powers'in Europe. The atrocious 
manner in which small unoffending nations 
have been crushed, the persecution to which 
temporarily subjugated races are being sub- 
jected, the declared intentions of the aggres- 
sor states with all their palaver of “New 
Orders" anid the like, have served to con~ 
vince the United States Government, and the 
people of the peril in which they would 
Stand in the event of an Axis victory. It is 
2 hideous thought that the whole world may 
be involved in the flames of the conflagration 
which Hiller started in Europe in 1939, but 
the probability of this happening becomes 
all the greater as victory continues to be 
denied him. ‘The spread may only be pre- 
vented by the rapid growth of the power 
of the United States, and by their prepara- 
tion to meet whatever exigencies the future 
may produce. Hence the huge sums which 
the President asks Congress to spend upon 
the defence of the United States and their 
widespread interests; hence the increasing 
help which he is desirous of affording the 
democracies already engaged in the struggle. 
It is not expected that cither Gerinany, oF 
Haly can do much to escape the destruction 
which awaits them. On the other hand the 
vast preparations upon which the United 
States proposes to embark —far greater than 
anything Japan can hope to undertake,—will, 
it is hoped, lead to wiser counsels. being 
listened fo in Tokyo; for only then can the 
present conflict be kept within bounds. 














THE LIE MAGNIFICENT 
Jan, 10. 


While no one should be surprised at the 
lengths to which German propaganda is 
made to go, it is dificult not to be amazed 
‘at the stories Goebbels is telling his own 
people, and particularly the men of the 
German alr force. Some time ago, when 
he was shot down, the pilot of a Junkers 
88, a truculent youth of 22 years, when taken 
to the nearest police station, demanded to know 
where the nearest German forces ‘were 
stationed. He was told “The French coast.” 
"Reading!" he retorted. “It is useless to lie 
to me, I know.” He refused to accept any 
statement other than that the German in- 
vading forces were practically in control of 
the whole of the British Isles and were 
rapidly approaching London. "I know what 
T have seen myself,” he declared. Soon he 
‘was compelled to admit that he had been 
deceived; his reserve broke down, and he 
described the way in which he and others 
‘were being deliberately misled. 

‘They were apparently being told that halt 
of Brilain was already in German hands, that 
London was making a last stand and that a 
German victory was inevitable in a few 
‘weeks or even days, Hundreds of thousands 
of German troops had invaded Britain, 
Industrial northern England was completely 
under German domination, the King, Queen, 
and Government were beseiged in the capltal, 
Portsmouth was then a German naval base, 
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almost the entire British fleet had been sunk, 
those vessels which escaped being rounded 
up by the Italians in the Mediterranean, In 
addition to all this the people of Britain were 
starving, being held in check by oppression, 
‘and waiting eagerly to weleome the victorious 
Nazis. Disillusion came when the young man 
was taken off and given the first good meal 
he had had for many weeks. The reason 
why so few military objectives have been 
attacked in “Britain has puzzled many, but 
this pilot provided it, Before leaving thelr 
base German airmen were shown maps in- 
dicating military camps, airfields and gun 
positions. ‘They were told to avold these as 
they: were already in German occupation. 

Here is seen the application of Hitler's 
theory that if a lie is big enough it is bound 
to be believed, and there is every indication 
that the German forees and people are being 
drugged into some degree of complacency by 
means of stories of victories which exist only 
in the perfervid imagination of Goebbels and 
his underlings. It is clear that the lies the 
German people were told during the last war 
fade into insignificance when compared with 
the high pressure fiction which the German 
propaganda officials are pumping out for the 
delectation of their own people. Herein lies 
the weakness of the dictator system, It has 
at all times to live upon success, It dare not 
admit defeat or even minor reverse, for at 
all times it has to preserve its self-imposed 
characteristic of omnipotence. There is no 
difficulty in persuading the youth of Ger- 
‘many of the truth of these wild stories. They 
have been-brought up to place implicit con- 
fidence in the declarations of Der Fuhrer and 
his satellites, and it would be the profoundest 
heresy on their part {o harbour any doubt as 
to the crystal clear veracity of official pro- 
nouncements. 

But a time of reckoning is coming for the 
Nazis, Defeat, which will most surely be 
theirs, will mean the tragic disillusionment 
of the credulous German youth,—the middle- 
aged are probably even now more than a 
ittle sceptical, remembering thelr experi~ 
‘ences in the last war,—and the reaction will 
be enormous. It is not difficult to realize 
‘what will happen when defeat shows that 
the whole Nazi system was founded upon a 
lie,—the super-superiority of the German race, 
—and that the Germans have been prevailed, 
upon by deliberate untruth first to enter into 
this struggle and then to continue fighting. 
It is against that reaction that the German 
Teaders have been making vast monetary 
deposits abroad, for, when defeat does come, 
it is confidently expected that they will 
follow the example of the Italian Blackshirt 
leaders at Bardia,, and, betraying their 
fellows, save thelr own skins by getting out 
while the going is good. 

















TOBRUK CUT OFF 


Jan. 1. 


‘The great speed, which the mechanized 
forees of today permit, has enabled the 
British high command in north Africa to 
maintain close contact with the retreating 
Talians in Libya. Thus after a jump of 
seventy miles which brought the Allied 
forces up to the outskirts of Bardia when 
they’ assumed the offensive about a month 
‘ago, following the fall of that outpost the 
Allied forces have swept on to Tobruk, 
Which it is now claimed they have passed, 
cutting the lines of communication with that 
town some forty miles further west. Tt 
follows that the Allied forces have swept on 
‘after the Halians at euch a rate that the 
advance guards which have cut Mussolini's 
coast road at Gazala, have in fact travelled 
at least one hundred miles west of Bardia, 
They do not appear to have met with much 
opposition from. the Italions, and the 
immediate objective of the Allied forees now 
ie the reduction of the fortified area of 
. That point is defended by two 
‘cular lines of fortifications in sixteen 
‘groups containing six blockhouses each, one 
about seven miles from the town and the 
second about three. : 

It is reported that these constructions are 
not so formidable as those at Bardia, having 
been more hurriedly constructed, and unless 
the Italians are able to put up a better show 
than they did at Bardia the capture of 
Tobruk may take even a shorter time than 
did the reduction of the former. In justice 
to the Italians it should be pointed out that 
the amount of hot metal the Allies were able 
to throw into that position, from the air, 
from land artillery and from the sea was 
such that one observer remarked that no one 
could hope to have lived above ground, It 
does not appear that Tobruk will offer any 
greater difficulties than did Bardia, for it is 
possible: {o deliver just as severe ‘blows in 
precisely the same manner, and if the tone 
of the various reports coming from Egypt 
indicates the inevitableness of the fall of 
Tobruk it is not in the circumstances sur- 
prising. 

‘That the Ttalian press is preparing ‘its 
readers for the receipt of more bad news is 
evidenced by the publication of an article 
from its naval correspondent in the “Cor~ 
rere della Serra” in which he admits the 
inability of the Italian flect to prevent the 
British from making full use of the Medj-

Tt is in’ the British naval supremacy, now 
admitted by the Italians, that the reason for 
‘the British successes in northern Afriea is 
Jargely to be found. Except for a mere and 
very hazardous trickle of supplies Marshal 
Graziani’s forces are now dependent upon the 
stores that have already been Ianded “in 
Libya, ‘The loss of practically half of his 
material destined for the Italian invasion of 
Egypt and somewhere in the neighbourhood 
of 100,000. men has proved a sad blow, and 
the British fleet is in a position to prevent 
the transport of either men or suppties in 
substantial quantities to replace wastage 
‘across the Mediterranean, No matter how 
‘gratifying recent successes have been in 
“north Afriea it must be remeinbered that the 
campaign has not yet been concluded. It 
may be that the Germans are réorienting 
thelr air effort, a view which Is supported by 
‘the nows of ‘the despatch of German air 
units ‘to Italy. If'they are to be used for 
the purpose of supporting the Italians in 
Libya’ new problems may have to be solved 
by. the British command, but it does not at 
present appear that ft will be at all im- 
Possible to do 50.

ber. traditions of ruthlessness. In this con: 
nection It has to be remembered that Ger- 
man officials are responsible for the state- 
ment that it was no part of the duty of the 
conquerors to féed the vanquished. 

‘That Great Britain has taken a more humanio 
view is witnessed by the fact that she is 
permitting a shipload of food concentrates, 
to pass through the blockade to France for 
the’ purpose of supplementing the nourish~ 
ment of the children. It may be possible to 
do something of the same sort of thing for 
other occupied territories, but the manifest 
bad faith of the Nazis, their fraud and lying, 
make even this a risky. procedure, for no 
‘matter what safeguards may be provided 
there is always the danger that the Germans 
‘will disregard them. It is unfortunately a 
probability that, if any great quantity of 
Tod. were allowed to pass through the 
blockade, the Germans, while possibly re~ 
fraining from actually seizing, it, would grab 
‘other foodstufts which might otherwise be 
‘ett. for the populations of the occupied 

territories. Tt can be no part of the 

German scheme to desire the decimation of

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OUR OWN SQUADRON 
Jan. 13. 


In another column it will be seen that a 
message has been received by the Embassy 
from the Foreign Office asking it there is 
any Ukelihood of the Voluntary War Con- 
tribution Fund reaching £100,000, and say- 
ing that for that sum it would be possible 
to buy a squadron of fighter *planes to be 
identified with the donors in China. A reply 
hhas been sent to the effect that it is-hoped 
that the Fund will reach that sum in the 
noar future, suggesting that the squadron 
should be named the British China Squadron, 
‘and that the type of machine would be left 
to the decision of the Ministry of Air. The 
decision of the local committee is indeed 
wise one, It will be remembered that an 
announcement was recently made public in 
India to the effect that the amount of money 
in the shape of contributions for Spitéres 
‘was coming in such a manner’ as to cause 
some embarrassment and suggesting that 
donations should be given simply for aero- 
planes. Obviously it must be the desire of 
those who contribute to this most worthy 
object that thelr money shall be diverted to 
whatever channel there is in which it can 
do most good,—or in other words the enemy 
most damage,—and, as long as the funds are 
going to purchase such machines as the 
Ministry -considers most suitable, it is be- 
Meved that Britons will continue to respond 
to the appeal which has been made in the 
‘excellent way that have all along been doing. 

‘The committee of the Fund strongly desire 
that by the fifteenth of this month the sum 
of £102,000 will have been reached by at~ 
taining the monthly total of £10,000 which 
hhas been sent home regularly since the com- 
‘mencement of collection. And what is more 
it is necessary that a similar amount shall 
be sent home every month afterwards in 
order to maintain the British China Squadron. 
‘The Imagination is fired at the prospect that 
Britons in China will thus be represented by 
‘a unit of the Royal Air Force, that a name 
identifying’ them with the struggle against 
the forces of evil will be carried by alr units 
which, it Is also to be hoped will ultimately 
be manned by the sons of China residents. 
In no better way can the solidarity of Britons 
residing in China with the cause of the Em- 
pire be better emphasized, for while they 
fare of the Empire they are not in it, Never~ 
theless it will enable them to rank with other 
places throughout the world where Britons 
have contributed to a like object. 

‘There is a particular significance about 
this message from the Foreign OMice, and it 
is that the. efforts of Britons in China are 
being watched, and fully appreciated by the 
Government at home. ‘That in itself should 
be a direct encouragement to do as much 
‘mére.as possible. It will be a glorious thing 
to realize that -once the required sum of 
£100,000 has been reached Britons in China, 
unable to take a more active part in lthje 
war, will have their own unit out dealing 
with the enemy, that they will have with 
thelr money fashioned a weapon with which 
they will be striking back though so far 
from’the scene of action.. The appeal of the 
Voluntary War Contribution Fund Is all the 
more striking for just that reason, but also 
for another. That is that this British China 
‘Squadron is tangible-evidence to the people 
‘at home that Britons in China are fully 
sympathetic with them in the hardships 
which they are having to endure. The 
steadfast courage which they are displaying 
under the blows of the enemy, the splendid 
‘moral which remains unshaken no matter 
what the enemy does, the unparalleled cheer- 
fulness with which they face the terror 
which Mieth by night, and the establishment 
of an “aristocracy of heroes” cannot but in- 
spire all Britons with tremendous pride. We 
in the Far East must not fail them. What-

If the United Statés' Congress passes, a

by the Administration to enable the: Pre~ 
sident at his discretion to give ald to the 
democracies along the lines suggested, prob-| 
‘ably the greatest contribution possible will 
hhave been made towards vietory for the Al- 
lies, ‘The powers it 1s proposed to confer 
upon the President are wide indeed, and 1 
is thought that, because of that fact, there will 
be some. opposition both in the’ House of 
Representatives and the Senate, though it is 
not believed that it will be powerful enough 
to prevent passage of the measure. Briefly, 
‘hat is sought for the President is the power, 
when he deems it necessary to exercise It, 10 
give authority to any, or all of the various 
State departments to render all the assistance 
necessary to States fighting in the cause of 
democracy to such an extent that the United 
States will in fact be transformed into a 
veritable arsenal for supplies and refitting 
One of the interesting features of the Bill 
the clause providing that it shall be applic 
able “notwithstanding provisions of any 
other law.” ‘This does not amount to a re- 
peal of the Neutrality Law and the Johnson 
‘Act, though it does at least temporarily 
supersede them. 

‘The bill, entitled “An Act to promote the 

Defence of the United States,” clearly in- 
dicates that the Alles are in fact fighting in 
defence of that country, and recognizing that 
fact the U.S. Administration desires to 
have permission for the loan of munitions, 
Interchange of defence information and the 
outfitting of Allied battleships in United 
States harbours. ‘The resumé of the provi- 
sions of the Bill show that its terms are s0 
wide that the President in his sole discretion 
can place the nation’s military and naval 
resources, short of men, at the disposal of 
the Allies, and in fact alms at the attainment 
of the President?s long declared intention of 
tiving all the assistance necessary to the 
Allies without actually going to war. The 
Bill is so widely drafted that the: President 
‘would be able, if he so desired, to supply the 
Allied air forces with the famous secret 
bombing sight which up to the present has 
been withheld. Naturally the very exten 
sive powers it is desired to grant to President 
Roosevelt have already aroused some critic~ 
ism, but the people of the United States are 
now faced with the necessity of temporarily 
suspending constitutional provisions in just 
the same manner as Great Britain actually 
at war has been obliged to do. In this con- 
nection there is much to be said for the Pre- 
sident’s contention that if it is the policy of 
the United States to assist the Democracies 
to survive methods of speed must be provided 
which are strictly legal. 
Passage of the Bill in its present form 
‘would mean the creation of an absolutely, un- 
beatable Democratic bloc, richer in all re- 
sourees than the aggressor Powers and equip- 
ped with a staying power which the latter 
could never hope to secure. Thus arrayed 
against the Axis, whose actions during the 
past few years have considerably impover~ 
{shed them, and whose power of recuperation 
Js decidedly limited, will be the Allies and 
their rich resources backed by the United 
States with its enormous wealth, and indus- 
trial power. If the Allies stood in need of 
encouragement it would be found in this pro- 
posed extension of ald which the Aéministra- 
tion wishes to give and which undoubtedly 
will be allowed. ‘Thus when the proposed 
enactment becomes law the severest blow 
‘will have been struck against the aggressor 
powers of the present war. Undoubtedly 
Hitler will endeavour to force an issue be- 
fore the immense stream of supplies, planned 
to commence flowing from the United States 
within six months, actually gets started. It 
will be the duty of the Allies to stave him 
off during that period, and from all present 
Indications it is justifable to assume they 
will be able to do so. ‘Then will the tide of 
war definitely turn In favour of the Allies, 
and that will be because the Democracies of 
the world have at last realized the peril 
which menaces them, and with that realiza- 
tion have reached the inexorable determina- 
tion that it shall be smashed once and for 
all. This new year has definitely seen the 
feet of the Allies firmly planted upon the 
path to victory: the necessary action by 
Congress will serve to hasten thelr steps to-, 
wards that goal. 














WHEN THE AXIS SINGS

A not dissimilar’ agreement was reached 
between the two countries only a ‘year or 
80 ago, but it is a matter of general know- 
ledge that neither side was able to keep to 
the bargain, even if the will to. do so were 
acknowledged. On the Russian side the need 
for general industrial acceleration following 
the prolonged Finnish war seriously ‘rippled 
the Soviets’ ability to provide the raw 
materials which Germany wanted. While on 
the German side the dislocation’ caused by 
British air raids and the need to repair the 
losses suffered by the Nazis’ armed forces 
in thelr various « Blitekriegs considerably 
delayed thelr Keeping. their share .of the 
bargain. ‘The Germans have been outspoken 
in their criticism of’ the manner in which. 
Stalin has kept his promises. Moscow, on its 
art, has been more reticent, but it has not 
‘concealed the fact that the German side of 
the agreement has been quite as badly be- 
hind schedule as. anything the Germans may, 
charge against the Russians: In this back- 
ground has the Nazi-Soviet trade treaty, 
been renewed and extended. In the last 
year neither side has fulfilled its obligations, 
For reasons of state, however, each side has 
now to pretend that it is satisfled with the 
on of the other, whereas in fact each 
side is extremely dissatisfied. Can there be 
any hope that the new agreement will work 
any‘better than the other? When the in- 
ereased dislocation of German communica- 
tions, the increased commitments of the 
already inadequate Nazi railways are taken 
into consideration, it can. confidently be 
stated that the chances of the new agreement 
being carried out are considerably worse

On the other side of the picture, so. far 
as the Axis is concerned, is the patent fact 
that no one ‘member of the alliance, such as 
it 4s, cares how much the others suffer as a 
result of agreements made to its own ad- 
vantage. While Berlin was busy signing 
this agreement with Russia, Japan was at 
tempting to renew the fishery pact with 
Russia which numerous Japanese statesmen, 
have declared to be one of the many ‘life 
ines” of thelr country. At the eleventh hour 
almost at the- same’ time as the German- 
Russian pact was. being signed—something, . 
which has so far been undisclosed, inter- 
vened to prevent the renewal of this vital 
Soviet-Japanese agreement. It there had 
been any sort of real solidarity in the Axis, 
it might have been supposed that German 
influence would have been brought to bear 
upon Moscow for the renewal, at least for 
a year, of the pact which enables Japanese 
Sshing vessels to use Soviet northern’ waters 
and provides a large revenue and an essen~ 
tial share of the foodstuffs for the oriental 
empire, But this did not happen: Berlin 
‘was not concerned with the diMculties of 
its Axis partner, and thereby placed Moscow 
in the strong position of being able to sign 
‘on the dotted ine with one potential eriemy 
‘while keeping the other dangling at the end 
of a string. Doubtless M. Stalin is fully. 
aware that he cannot fulfi more than halt 
‘of the commitments he has made to Nazi 
Germany, without a thorough reorganization 
of Russian industry under foreign super- 
vision; and it may. be considered certain that 
he will not agree to large numbers of German 
experts penetrating the Soviet economic 
system, since he has seen the result of similar 
Nazi moves in other countries and is quite 
strong enough to resist German pressure in 
that regard. But it might pay him very well 
to pacify the Nazis on his western boundary 
tn order to be able the better to irritate the 
Japanese on his eastern boundary. 

‘The importance of this quéstion may be 
gauged by the statement made by Mr. Hachiro 
Arita, then Japanese Forelgn Minister, in the 
Diet ‘on January 21, 1039, He then sald: 
“Although we continued our -utmost efforts 
for the conclusion of a treaty, a draft of 
which has. long been mutually agreed upon, 
negotiations have falled owing to questions 
injected into the discussions by the Soviet 
Government and which have no relevance 
to the Fishery Treaty, While it {s expected 
that the Soviet Government will negotiate 
with sincerity and that ultimately a ‘satis 
factory agreement will be arrived af, Japan. - 
4s, of course, prepared to take appropriate 
steps when it comes to a question of pro- 
tecting her legitimate vested rights and in- 
terests”” The Tokyo-Berlin-Rome | Axis 
alliance would prévent any such statement 
being made today, since It would be a threat 
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to a frlend, a powerful frlend of the leader’ 
of the Axis Powers. Japan is therefore, 
through the action of Germany, put into the 
position of being at the merey of Moscow, 
over a matter which is of the: greatest im- 
portance to her internal and forelgn trade. 














ABYSSINIA NEXT?

It is heartening to learn that British and 
South Aftiean troops may shortly be expected 
to assume the offensive against the Italians 
in Abyssinia and Italian Somaliland. ‘That 
has been foreshadowed by General Jan 
Smuts, South Afriean Prime Minister, tn a 
speech at Johannesburg on Saturday.” Last 
year the Italians working out of Abyssinia 
and Ttalian Somaliland with overwhelming 
ly superior forces obliged the British to 
relinquish for the time being British Somali- 
land from which: they were extricated with 
‘i minimum of loss to earry on their activities 
elsewhere, In addition to this the Italians| 
drove southward into Kenya penetrating as 
far south as El Wak, at the same time strilc- 
ing westward out ‘of Abyssinia into the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan in a move which it 
‘was thought was aimed at Khartoum, but 
which was held at Kassal1 and a couple of 
other points further south. It was. stated 
‘at one time thaf.-it was Marshal Graziant’s| 
Intention to sttike southeastwards out of 
Libya for the-urpose of establishing con~ 
neetion with the Italian forces in north-east 
Africa, but that plan appears later to have 
tbeen abandoned in favour of an attempt to 
drive towards the Suez Canal along the north 
coast, which has now met with such dis- 
astrous reverses. 


For a while it was thought that the 
numerical superiority of the Italians would | 
enable them to drive further west and south 
out: of Abyssinia than they ultimately did. 
for the British forces on the spot were not 
remarkably large, though sufficiently re 
spected by the Italians who refrained from| 
atiacking unless assured of great numerical 
superiority over their’ opponents. The rdle| 
of the Imperial and South African troops was] 
fo hold the Italians where they were, and 

+ thelr advances into British territory 'were| 

Kept down to a minimum while reinforce~ 

‘ments were sent forward to strengthen the 

British forces in order that eventually the

to the fullest advantage, During the period 
of waiting an Italian ariny of 200,000 men| 
were pinned down to their positions, and 
proved completely unable to create a diver~ 
sion which might have been of some assist~ 
ance to Marshal Graziani in his predicament, 
In that the British were assisted by the 
conditions prevailing in Abyssinia itself. The! 
Ethiopians though conquered have not been| 
subdued, and considerable forces are neces~ 
sary to-maintain a grip on the country 
‘against the possibility of a rising which even’ 
now may confidently be expected directly the 
Halians become sufficiently embarrassed to 
tive the natives of the country some pros~ 
pects of a successful rebellion. At the same 
time the Ttalians have, been obliged 0 
husband their resoureé’ most carefully, 
‘They have to depend upon the supplies of| 
men and material which were sent to 

* Abyssinia prior to Italy's entrance into the| 
war, for from that moment Abyssinia was 
completely cut off from the Mediterranean| 
with the result that neither supplies nor 
reinforcements could go forward. 

‘The position then was that: the Italians! 
had to be certain of being able to undertake 
‘a successful offensive, gambling on the! 
limited rogources at thelr disposal, or remain 
‘on the defensive which at least would 
minimize the wastage of their stores. ‘They’ 
chose the latter course, which has enabled 
the British to reinforce thelr troops in pre- 
paration for the offensive which General 
‘Smuts has foreshadowed. Almost simultan- 
eously with his speech comes the news that 
the British have attacked and driven the 
Italians out of El Wak in Kenya ‘making use| 
of mechanized units which the Ttalians| 
appear to have believed could not be used’ 
‘over such terrain. With Emperor Haile! 
Selassie in the Sudan, where he has been 
meeting Abyssinian, chieftains still loyal to 
him, the prospects of the Ethiopians rising 
against the Italians simultaneously with a 
general British offensive are particularly’ 
bright. ‘They are in search of vengeance 
for the horrors which the Italians have per- 
petrated upon thelr people, and, better’ 
‘equipped os Great Britain is seeing that they’ 
shall be, should be able to give quite a-good 
account’ of themselves. The lot of the 
Halians in Abyssinia is, therefore, not parti- 
ularly enviable, and if in the not too distant 
future Mussolini's mushroom Empire be- 
comes a matter of past history it will not! 
bbe at all surprising.

An enormous change has come over Norway 
since the despair which marked the British 
withdrawal from that country, and, now the 
ordinary folk have regained thelr confidence, 
a new spirit of optimism has arisen from the 
knowledge that Britain is standing firm. ‘That| 
fs testified to by Professor Jacob S. Worm- 
Miller, professor of History at the Oslo 
University, adviser to tie, Nobel_Institute, 
editor of the monthly review “Samtiden™ 
and leader of the Norwegian Liberal-Radical 
Party, in an article which he recently con- 
tributed to “The Times.” 

Professor Worm-Milller writes that in May 
fatter Andalsnes, and during the terrible 
month of June, when the King had to leave 
Norway and France betrayed herself, the 
Norwegian people became depressed under 
the shadow of what seemed the inevitability 
of a final German vietory., Since then there 
has been optimism, due to the 
Norwegian broadcasts from Britain, which 
‘the Nazis and the Quislings cannot ‘prevent 
the people from listening to, and strangely 
enough the unimpressive attempts of the 
Germans to rehearse embarkation for the 
purpose of invading Britain.. The writer of 
the article goes on to say:— 

T saw some of the exercises on the coast 
‘elaborate in preparation and with a goodly 
rnumber of horees as well as men. ‘They were 
undoubtedly marred “by mutinies here and 
there, for the soldiers soon objected to being 
erowded into the holds of fishing craft, 
covered with nels and wire netting, just like 
pigs ima cart going off to market ond then 
being taken for trips on the restless sea. This 





huddled live freight became sick, time after 
time, no matter how offen the experiments 

‘were repeated, and the smaller fishing craft 

had to be abandoned as unsuitable for in- 

vasion purposes. Whether the whole idea of 
an expedition from Norway has been given 

up cannot be said; but we gained the im- 

pression that German soldiers in Norway 

feared the turbulent British waves. 

‘The Professor states that the Germans 
have completely missed their chance of pro- 
moting friendly relations with the Nor- 
wegians. In July they had an oppor- 
tunity of winning the Norwegians over’ 
by playing on the theme that  Britain| 
had left Norway in the lurch, But they| 
Went about it in the wrong way. They 
could not resist the impulse to assail King’ 
Haakon who has become the saga king of the 
country. In one week they filched 60,000,000 
Norwegian crowns from the Bank of Nor- 
way. German soldiers were getting visibly’ 
fatter on the eggs, butter and other produce’ 
which the Norwegians. find it increasingly 
dimicult to obtain for themselves. The result 
is that there is a rising tide of hatred against 
the Germans, increased by the utter stupidjty 
of the young fools whom the Nazis have 
brought from Germany and installed as civil 
administrators, men who amaze even middle~ 
‘aged Germans by thelr ignorance of the most, 
elementary things. 

Parenthetically it may be remarked that if| 
the representatives. which the Nazis station 
in overrun countries are to be any measure’ 
of the calibre of those who would become: 
colonial administrators in the most unlikely’ 
event of a German victory, it is just as well 
for the people they contemplate colonizing 
that they will be defeated. ‘The German is| 
not a colonizer, and never will be one. ‘That, 
however, is wandering from the subject of 
Quisling’s attempt to recruit a Norwegian 
regiment to fight on the side of the Germans. 
He is not at all likely to succeed. At the 
‘most he commands the support of about two 
per cent. of the country, and most of those 
fare in the party for the plums of office rather 
than for the very debatable privilege of 
bearing arms alongside their German con- 
querors. ‘The fact of the matter is that the 
spirit of Norway remains free, though the 
bodies of its people are-in subjection, and’ 
the country oppressed. Thelr corporate free- 
dom will ‘not come from Quisling and his 
like, but from the people who in their mis~ 
fortune can despise and laugh at the quaint | 
antics of the Nazis and their abyssmal 
Seasace ot tg best aptoce of Seaton 
people.

T dare say you will be wondering how we 
are faring in Merseyside these days and 
nights, Although air raids are almost a nightly 
occurrence and a considerable. amount of 
damage'has been done by high explosives and 
Incendiary bombs, practically no military ob- 
jectives have been hit. The loss of life has, 
fortunately, not been severe, and even among. 
the people’ whose homes have been wrecked 
there is everywhere plenty of high: spirits. 
‘This statement is borne out by recent 
arrivals from Liverpool who state that, while 
the city has been extensively bombed, very 
small attention appears to have been paid 
by the Germans to the dockyards and ship- 
building works. ‘The same appears to be the 
case elsewhere, and even in places such as 
Portsmouth, more, attention has been paid 
to attempts to destroy the centre of cities 
than to damage the military objectives sur- 
rounding them. ‘The reason may not be far 
to seek, If Hitler does intend to invade 
Britain he will need in the long run ports 
‘at which’ to land his heavy material once 
he has, if ever he does, secured a footing on 
British. soil. : 

‘The latest mails from Britain indicate that 
the controversy as to whether Berlin shall 
be subjected to wholesale bombardment has 
grown even more heated. By far the most 
Sensible contribution to the discussion comes 
from Major-General J. F. C, Fuller, who cuts 
no attitudes and wastes no space in dilating 
upon the undoubted moral superiority of the 
British in this matter. He puts the case 
quite dispassionately:— 

‘All warfare is retaliation, all acts of-war are 
reprisals, and everything belonging to or ap- 
pertaining to our enemy is a legitimate milit- 
ary objective. Nevertheless in importance they 

rary. 

If the distinguished officer's definition of 
what are now military objectives is to be 
taken as correct, that is entirely the fault of 
the Germans themselves, and the only ques- 
tion with which the British Government 
needs fo be concerned now is whether the 
importance of the results to be obtained from 
‘a wholesale bombing of Berlin would justify 
that being done, 

The question to be decided is not whether 
Berlin should be bombed instead of the in- 
dustrial centres producing war materials, but 
whether it should be done in addition. With 
the gradual increase in Britain's alr 
strength and the very considerable improve- 
ment which is to be expected once the 
Bill at present before Congress providing for 
complete assistance to Britain is passed, the 
possibility of giving Berlin a taste of what 
London has had to endure will become all 
the greater. Whether.it should be availed 
of must remain the final decision of 
the British Government, but, if it can be 
shown that it will serve some useful pur- 
ose, there should be no hesitation whatever 
about doing to the Berliners what their 
aviators have been doing to the Londoners. 
‘There can now be no question of morality 
about it, though such consideration may still 
be considered to exist, for the only possible 
question which has to be answered is “Will 
it pay?” If to that an affirmative can be 
given, the people of Berlin may yet have an 
opportunity of seeing how the? can stand 
up to what London takes so manfully.

During the past few days there 
hhave been several letters in the correspondence 
columns criticizing the manners of the conduc- 
tors of the Settlement communications com- 
panies, They can be assured that the treatment 
they receive from the conductors of these two 
Seltlement utilities is nothing to what the aver= 
‘age traveller in the French trams has to put up 
‘This js surprising when it is 
‘the control of 
public appear to be 
better in the French Concession than elsewhere. 
But the fact Is that there 1s smaller cholee of 
‘means of travel in the French Concession thon 
there is in the Settlement, and that the em- 
ployees of the French travel companies have, 
therefore, greater licence, which they apparent- 
ly do not hesitate to abuse. Tt may be contend 
‘ed that these are matters which might well be 
faken up between the victims of the insolence 
‘of the drivers and conductors and the company 
itself; ‘but, in fact, this iy not the case. ‘This 
Journal has had representations trom so ‘many 
of its renders who have complained to the 
company without success, that it feels justified 
4n airing what is now a'public grievance. ‘The 
French tramway company hag been at ‘some 
pains and expense to mark stopping places at 
which the public may board its vehicles. The 
public faithfully observes these stopping places, 
Dut the employees of the company do not, An 
Instance oceurred the other day when an 
American resident had to walt at one of these 
so-called stops while three trams passed him, 
none of them more than a third full, He stop: 
ped the fourth tram by standing in the middle 
of the tracks and running the risk of being cut 
down by the driver, whose object seemed to 
bbe to reach the end of his journey with just as 
Little inconvenience to himself as. possible, ‘The 
‘American happens to be well acquainted ‘with 
‘the Chinese language, and he understood thot 
the driver, forced to briny 
few feet, did not like it. 
‘the American was able to tell the driver, in 
his own language and possibly almost as forcible 
as the driver had expressed his feelings to him, 
‘what he thought about it: The crestfatlen driver, 
who had imagined that he way talking simply 
fo another foreigner who did ‘not understand 
the language, apologetically explained that he 
hhad to make haste. If he explained truthfully, 
then the tram company is in some way to 
blame for the incident. If the time-table set for 
the trams calls for such speed that the trams 
cannot stop to pick up passengers, then that 
time-table should be revised without a moment's 
delay. This is a matter which the tram company 
can tako up this morning. If, they do not, 
failure to do so can be taken us a sig that 
‘they approve of the Insolence of thelr employees 
and be interpreted by the public accordingly. 
The excuse put forward by that driver does 
not, however, account for the insolence of the 
conductors. The other day wo Indies with a 
small child between them were hurrying to 
board a tram’ which was tess than half full, 
when the conductor snapped the gates closed 
in their faces. The two Indies and the child 
were no more than ten feet away when he did 
so, The conductor then went to one of the 
windows of the tram and through the glass 
laughed heartily at the anger the ladles quite 
justilably displayed, Similar incidents could be

Swaggering Japanese Civilian Points Pistol at U.S. 
Marine; Disarmed by Mates; Ulegal Gendarme Action

recent incident at.a cabaret here, in which Japanese and 
‘Marines of the U.S, Embassy Guard were involved, scems 
likely to have more serious repercussions than were at first ex- 
pected, less owing to the-incident itself than to the subsequent 


developments. 


‘The following is an abbreviated, but accurate, account of 


the actual affair, gathered from 
reliable: foreign ,witnesses:— 


On the night of December 30, about 
11 pm, ten Marines of the American 
Guard "were sitting i the, ballroom 
‘of the International Cabaret in Hata- 
men, Street. Among them were 
several plain-clothes patrol on duty. 
‘A Japanese in civilian dress walked 
‘swaggeringly round the room and 
stared challengingly at each Marine 
in turn, as if trying to ineite him to 
start a row. The Marines, however, 
Ignored him. 

"About ten minutes later, when an- 
other Marine entered the cabaret, 
this same Japanese bumped into him 
Intentionally in the entrance,passage. 
‘The Marine took no’ notices, and the 
Japanese following him into the ball- 
room bumped into him a second 
time, whereupon the Marine pushed 
hhim ‘aside. ‘Thereupon the Japanese 
drew a pistol from his hip pocket 
‘and pointed it at the Marine. Other 
Marines came up and took away the 
pistot. 

‘As soon as that happened, Japan- 
‘ese in plain clothes came pouring out 
of the cloakroom and ‘other side 
Fooms and closed in on the Marines. 
(It had already been noticed that an 
unusually large number of Japanese 
were standing about in the alleyway 
outside the cabaret that night). A. 
general mélée followed. Within ‘less 
than five minutes, fifteen Gendarmes 
in uniform, with’ pistols and drawn 
swords in their hands, suddenly put 
in an appearance. 


Gendarmes Fire Shots 


After firing flve or six shots into 
the air in the alleyway outside, they 
entered thie premises and, threaten- 
ing the outnumbered and unarraed 
‘Marines with thelr pistols, arrested 
five of them. When the Marine 
Potrol turned up shortly afterwards, 
they, too, wore threatened with 
pistols and not allowed to-enter the 
cabaret, 

"The five Marines wore first taken 
{o the Japanese gendarmerie office 
{in the Legation Quarter. “Here, after 
some time, officers of ‘the Marine 
Guara appeared and demanded that 
their men should be handed over 
to them. ‘This was refused and the 
‘men were then’ transferred to the 
headquarters of the Gendarmerie in 
the north of the city, where they 
were questioned, beaton, and detain~ 
ed for seventeen hours, despite three 
Fepeated personal demands for their 
release by Col. A. H. Turnage, com- 
thanding the’ American Embassy 
Guard, Two of the men were made 
{o sign the usual “confessio 

‘The American commander there- 
upon lodged a very strony protest 
‘and demanded a full apology, punish- 
ment of, the gendarmerie officer re- 
sponsible and a_written assurance 
that such action would not occur in 
future, Not only have the Japanese 
military authorities rejected these de- 
‘mands, but they refused to allow any 
of thir witnesses to attend the in- 
vestigation held by the Guard. And 
have, in general, adopted a very in- 
transigeant attitud

And 
when it appears to hint at the magna- 
nimily of the Japanese in releasing 
after seventeen hours the illegally 
detained Marine, because he had 
‘signed an “apology,” the Japanese 
statement verges close on the comic.

‘Supplementing the reporis of your 
Peiping correspondent of the failure 
‘of the Japanese to do any effective 
organization in his zone, the writer 
reports on conditions’ along’ the 
Shanghal-Nanking Railway. 

‘On the credit side one must note 
that trains run on time and are 
clean, But when that is said that is 
all, “Crowding at the large Shanghai 
station is indeseribable, It is due to 
the insufferably stupia search of 
baggage and person of every passeng- 
er. This meticulous search for and 
conscription of everything of foreign 
origin and many of Chinese manufac- 
ture is due to the numerous mono- 
polies established. Practically every- 
thing is now contraband—salt_ and 
tobacco are particularly sought for 
by the searchers. Thus the conges 
tion irr the Shanghai station is direc 
ly due to restrictions on trade. 

Kerosene is another item affected, 
It was learned from an accredited 
dealer of an American oll company 
that only oil products’ purchased 
through Japanese dealers ‘could be 
Drought “into the ‘interior. ‘The 
latest price quoted for kerosene in 
one of the local markets was $30 
per tin, 

‘Here are some current prices along 
the railway line cities—rice $69.50 per 
pieul, pork 8 oz. for $1, matches. §5 
cents to 80 cents per Package of ten 
Doxes. « Salt has been as high as $1 
per Ib.” It can now be had at 3 Ib. 
for $1 if one can get a permit from 
‘the monopoly to buy it at all. 


Armed Robbery Rife 


‘Areas immediately round occupied 
cities, say within a-radius of 10 Ui 
are in frightful condition, Armed 
robbery is rife. In the cities order is 
maintained, but insults and oppres- 
sion of Chinese eilizens by Japaness 
‘and pro-Japanese Chinese is more 
common in recent months. Ordinary 
‘sense should make it urgent to bid 
for the favour of residents along this 
great railway in the heart of occupied 
China, The reverse is the case. 

‘Villages are still being burned, 
after being looted. ‘The destruction 
of two villages, one of perhaps 500 
families and one of 200, occurred in 
December. tn the former all houses 
were destroyed, in the latter about 
70. This report is authentic. 

‘The great lake, known to visitors 
from Shanghai in the good old days 
when it was called the Taihu, not 
Lake Tai, is now patrolied by Jépan- 
‘ese naval launches. Every important 
entrance to the Jake has its’ naval 
station and garrison, ‘This is true at 
‘the Chekiang end of the lake as well 
as in Kiangsu at the northern end. 
Everything crossing this water in 
Boats must have a permit. Perhaps 
that explains why in cities on the 
north rice costs nearly §70 a picul, 
While at the southern end 1 is only 
Factories in cities of the railway 
zone, electric light plants, fron foun- 
Arles, telephones, fish dealers, cloth 
merchants, match’factories and butch- 
ers are ‘under Japanese supervi- 
‘Son. “There is plenty of business; but 
the major profits go to Japanese. 
Thpanese civilians “in these cities 
have increased from almost zero 
Before the Incident to hundreds and 
perhaps more. ‘They do not live and 
‘Brow Prosperous on air alone. 


Narcotics as Usual 


‘The traMe in nareotie drugs has not 
dcereased. Whole streets may be seen 
in many of the zone cities. brazenly 
Jadvertising on every other shop front 
the sale of opium.” Heroin is not so 
openly sold but in every section of 
fevery city it may be bought and in 
fall of the larger market towns the 
same ig tru 

Another sinister development is the 
‘great increase of gambling palaces 
‘and dens, from the Shanghai badiands 
fo Nanking. In up-country towns a 
turnover of $20,000 per nighit is not 
rare, One report stated that the 
‘owner of a single house paid a tox of 
$200 a day. 

It is sald that one Japanese oficial 
who was a real man with a just mind, 
protested to his superiors about the 
gambling and tried to stop some of 
it, even raiding some of the worst 
places. He was promptly promoted 
fo a better place in Japan and one 
of easier conscience took over. 


Rice Exported from China 


‘The high cost of food is certainly 
due fo in part to a cheap Chinese 
dollar; but that is not the only cause.

The departmental estimates 
for 1941 have not yet been submitted to the appropriate Council 
Committees, but the financial needs of the year are already clebr. 


Jn the first place it should be re- 
alised that, without.a risk to public| 
safety and health which cannot be: 
taken, no further substantial economy 
‘ean be looked for ‘either re- 
organization or restriction of muni- 
cipal activities or reduction of staff, 
states an SMC. communique issued 





Iny. Committee has been sitting 
throughout the present municipal 
‘year, and ratepayers are invited to 
study Its reports which have all been 
‘publistied in the public press and the 
"Municipal Gazette.” Whether munt- 
‘cipal expenditure ‘rises or “falls in 
future will depend upon the general 
level of prices and exchange which, 
of course, directly affects the amount 
of the high cost of living allowances 
paid 1o:the municipal staff. 


Frustration of Hopes

In 
dicating that the Japanese still want 
to control the most important rice- 
producing centres, Sungleiang, Soo- 
chow and Changsha are not alfected 
by the agreement, it being explained 
that. these are EX: 
copting these three districts, all other 
rice-producing distriets in the three 
provinces in central China have been 
placed under the direct control of 
‘the new’ régime as “rice areas.” 

‘The Foodstuffs Control. Committee

manded by Captain’Fomin and later 
by Colonel H. H. Thieme, who 
hand&d over the command to” Ma; 
Tvanoff, its present commander, in 
1933.

Up (0 1932, the Regiment consisted 
‘of only two companies, but the Sin- 
‘Sopanese conflict of that year showed 
the Shanghal Munieipal Couneil the 
necessity to have the number increas 
ed and another company, the No.4 
Company, was recruited. ‘The No. 3 
Company’ is a volunteer unit, 

Only about thirty original members 
of the Russian Regiment are with 
the unit at present, this number in- 
cluding eleven offcers, “Many of the 
‘older members resigned on reaching 
the age limit. : 

‘The duties of the Russian Regiment 
now include the guarding of tlie In- 
ternment Camp for Chinese solfiers| 
in Kiaochow Road, posting of sen- 
tries on the Garden Bridge, puntoon 
duties along the’ Bund and barrack 
duties.

On Balkans 


Stianghal, Jan. 13, 

Editorial comments” published by 
two leading Chinese dailies in Shang- 
hal picture a gloomy outlook for 
Hitler's possible adventure in the 
Balkans. "While the "Chinese Ameri- 
‘can Dally News” asserts that Hitler 
may be hesitating to see whether the 
“taste” of the Balkans is “sweet or 
sour.” as Turkey is in his way 
“shun Pao” points out many dis- 
advantages and asserts that even 
should Hitler be able to penetrate into 
Greece, he cannot shake Britain's 
position as the greatest sea, power in 
the Mediterranean. 

Both papers agree that the situation 
in the Balkans is very serious follow- 
ing the reported entry by German 
troops into Bulgaria, but they differ 
as to the Importance of the newly 
signed agreements between Germany 
fand Soviet Russia, ‘The former paper 
does not believe that these agree- 
rmients have bearing on the future of 
the Balkans, while the latter says that 
they should not be considered as 


























mere “accidents,” at a time when 
Germany has decided to help Italy. 
‘The defeat “of uly, increased 


strength of Britain in. the Medi 
ranean, plus President Roosevelt’ 
cent declaration lend to cuuse Hitler 
(0 plan a new move before things 
each a decisive stage, according 10 
the “Chinese American Daily News." 
But, the paper reasons, a big mili- 
tary move, even should ‘it be favour 
able 10 Germany, will not deal a 
death blow to Britain.

Not a New Question 

‘The “Shun Pao” believes that pass- 
‘age of German troops through Bul- 
garia-is not a new question, It has 
been talked about for three snonths 
during which time Britain must have 
prepared for such an eventuality in 
co-operation with the Greeks, ‘The 
paper says that Turkey has repeated- 
ly declared that if Bulgaria. parti- 
cipated in the war, she would help 
Greece and that although Turkey may 
follow Moscow, her big lund force 
should invite the serious attention of 
Hitler. Besides, it Is pointed out, 
Haly has been badly defeated on both 
sides of the Mediterranean which is 
now completely under the control of 
the British, and so even should Ger 
‘many penetrate into Greece she ean- 
not shake Britain's position as the sea 
Power there. 

“But if the hostilities cannot be 
quickly brought to a conclusion, und 
with the prolongation of time and 
help < from America, Britain and 
Greece will have full control of the 
Mediterranean area, making Italy “a 
turtle in a jar” while creating a new 
baltleneld for Germany, thus further 
dividing the latter's fghiing strength.”

Bishop Curtis Back 


| |From Chekiang 


Shanghal, Jan, 15, 
Bishop John Curtis, who returned 
from a routine trip found Chekiang 
yesterday morning, gave an interest 
lng account of réeent conditions tn 
ie province, The Bishop left Shang- 
hal on October 22, making i circular 
tour of the big ellies and towns, The 
chiet news from this part of Chinn 
was a new Japanese military "rad 
info the province, - which began 
towards the end of October, ‘The 
Japanese pushed forward to" many 
places they had not previously 
touched, causing extensive damage by 
their pillaging and burning, Bishop 
Curtis estimated that the total. loss 
Ineurred during the raids amounts to 
between 20 and 30 million dollars, 
‘The raiding parties made w clreular 
movement, starting from | Fuyang, 
going down to Chukl’ and returning 
by. Shuoshing, All these citles were 
heavily bombed before troops enter- 
ed, Chuki suffering most heavily, The 
Bishop sald that when he ‘went 
through he thought that only one 
house in ten was habitable, the others 
being burned down or’ blown to 
pleces by bombs, Japanese troops 
Sccupied the town for six da 
‘They then moved on to Shaoshing, 
where there was comparatively litte 
damage, Most of the ofcial bulld- 
ings, and the centre of the town were 
destroyed, however, It is believed 
that there was a certain amount of 
opposition from Chinese forces In the 
district, and that the Japanese were 
Just feeling thelr way, turning back 
when threatened by superior forces, 
Foreign properly was respected dur- 
ing the ralds, mission houses and 
schools remaining untouched, 


Cost of Living 


‘The other outstanding feature in 
conditions, slated the Bishop, was the 
enormous’ rise in the cost of living, 
price of rice in the North and 
East sections of the province had 
risen from 8 to 12 times, it belng 
almost impossible to buy the staple 
in many places, A bad harvest had 
gen partly to blame’ for this erisis, 
Lack of co-operation among the 
villages had also increased difeulties 
in providing supplies, Districts with 
a plentiful supply of rice refused to 
permit any pass {0 other places with- 
out, thus causing distress, Ningpo 
City was rationed on rice, the 
allowance amounting to only one 
third of the normal consumption, An= 
other factor in the shortage was the 
stringent blockade of the. Cheklang, 
coast, ‘The few small boats running 
the blockade ‘helped tittle in reliev- 
the situation, 


Bishop Curits himself ran into 
some bad luck while returning 10 
‘Shanghal, He was stranded at his 
port of sailing for ve days, during 
which time he was living in’a small 
Chinese hotel and receiving very poor 
meals from a Chinese restaurant, 
When finally he got on the boat he 
found himself in company with nine 
passengers ond six stewards, all 

fone cabin, ,Two mealt a day were 
served, one” at 11 o'clock and the 
other ‘at 4, An allowance of  bis- 
culls and coffee ran out after three 
days of the eight day voyage, The 
ship was finally held up for five days 
at Woosung owing to the quarantine

Reason-for Refusal 


Witness went on to explain. that 
his refusaj to pay the tax was due 
to the Land Regulations which, he 
said, did not empower the Council 
to levy such tax on “fangtan” land, 
He had entered into correspondence 
with the Council on the subject and 
ina reply the Councll had slated 
inter alia, “The Council ‘does not 
feel urider. any obligation to supply 
the usual Municipal amenities” tu 
{hose who do not contribute to 

funleipal expenses and its ‘policy 
will be shaped as far as practicable 
in accordance with this principle.” 

Mr, Fang then told the court 
that ‘his electricity supply was dis- 
connected by the Shanghai Power 
Company on October 4, last, on 
which date he declared he was in 
no way indebted to the power com- 
pany. Witness at this juncture in- 
troduced a recelpt purporting to 
show he had paid alt his electricity 
ills up to date when his’ electricity 
‘supply was disconnected. The power 
‘company, he said, stated in a letter 
to. him ihat the "Council hod ine 
structed them on September 28, 
last, to discontinue his supply of 
electricity. 

‘Witness sald the telephone supply 
‘was discontinued on October 7, 1a 
‘at which time. he said, he was not 
owing anything for telephor 
charges, He produced four receipts 
which were handed into court as 
exhibits, purporting he had paid 
ail his bilis with the telephone com~ 
any -up to date, The company, 
he added, stated ‘in reply to his 
‘enquiry, that it hod been instructed 
by the ‘Shanghal Municipal Councit 
to discontinue supplying him | with 
telephone service because of his 
failure to pay his land tax.

Expert evidence from a former 
“tipao” or Chinese land official re- 
garding the genuinenoss of the 
“fangtans” held by plaintifis was 
called ‘by their counsel, Mr. S. 
Francis Liu in the Court of Consuls 
yesterday afternoon at the third 
hearing of the “fangtan” land case 
against the Shanghai Municipal 
Couneil.

President Wilson's historic declaration of war in 1917, yester~ 
packed 77th, Congress on the state of the nation,

President Roosevelt declared that he addressed Congress at a 
moment unprecedented in the history of the Union; because at 
no previous time had American security been as seriously threa- 
tened from without as it was that day.

Declaring that the 
national policy in foreign al 
Based on decent respect for the 
‘rights and dignity of all nations large 
‘and small, and that the justice of 
morality would win in the end, Pre- 
‘ident Roosevelt condensed his policy 
into three polnts. 

First, by the impressive expression 
of pubiie will, without regard to par- 
Usanship, the United States is com- 
mitted to_an_ all-inclusive national 
Gefence. Secondly and similarly, the

From King John they won, not only his 
‘stgnature to the Charter, but London's right 
to elect its own Mayor. Alan le Hurer, 
capmaker, Bartholomew the Spicer, Walter 
‘the Potter supplanted Royal nominees as first 
cltizen. Craftsmen and traders formed them= 
ves into potent guilds to gird their callings 
with protection; crafts became closed shops, 
wages were regularized and bad work 
punished. In their hands lay the cholce of 
mayors. Rising to tremendous power, thes 
City Companies then dwindled with the In- 
dustrial Revolution into thelr present decora~ 
tive unimportance, But their blood was the 
seed of the great trade unfons of the 20th 
century. 
In a chapel of Westminster Abbey Caxton 
set up England's first printing-press in 1477. 
‘Three hundred years later it fell to John 
Wilkes, the ribald and cross-eyed son of a 
Clerkenwell distiller, to win freedom for the 
Press in 20 years ‘of spectacular struggle 
against a corrupt Parliament of “pocket 
boroughs.” For attacking the King's Speech 
in hls malevolent journal the “North Briton,” 
‘Watkes was thrown into the Tower by the 
Government. With a study appeal to the 
courts he got his liberty and heavy damages. 
Next the Government declared the reporting 
of Parliamentary debates a breach of 
privilege, summoned the printers of two 
Papers. Wilkes, as Alderman and magistrate, 
again played his part. ‘The King, appealed 
to by his furious Ministers, exclaimed “I will 
have no more to do with that devil Wilkes.” 
‘Never since them has an attempt been ma 
to stop the reporting of Westminister’s 
debates, 


Tt was John Burns, Britain's frst working- 
man Cabinet Minister, who stood on the 
Commons’ Terrace, gazed on the river and 
sald “I's liquid history.” ‘The meandering, 
full-brimmed ‘Thames gave London its life. 
Ideal waterway for trade with the Continent, 
it conveniently narrowed here, and twin hills 
(Cornhill and ‘Tower Hill) ‘rose from the 
marshy banks to invite a permanent halt, 
‘There was certainly a settlement of sorts 
‘before the Romans. James I was angry with 
‘the City Corporation for refusing him a 
Joan, threatened to take his Court away from 
London, Memorably the Lord Mayor replied 
“Your Majesty hath power to do what you 
please, and your City of London will obey 
accordingly, But she humbly desires that 
when your Majesty shall remove your Court, 
you would please to leave the Thames be- 
hind you.” ‘Today war has wooed Londoners 
back to their waterway ; the new river buses 
are @ throwback to the Middle Ages when 
.. fleets of barges, thousands of ferries, tiltboats 
and wherrles formed London Transport. 
~ A primitive trackway climbed over the 
Kentish Downs from the coast, crossed the 
‘Thames by Westminster horse-ferry, and 
wandered on to Colchester, when Rome's! 
Jegions came with a terrifying squadron of 
elephants, to conquer this northwest corer

of the known ‘world. London’s great “story’ 
began, ‘Tho masterful invaders made @ 
stately fortress-city of it, ringed it with a 
25tt. wall. of ragstone and brick, built the 

night fell 
marched the 
legions to defend their crumbling Empire 
from Altila's Hunnic barbarians. ‘The city 
vanished trom history for four’ centuries, 
until the Vikings, curiously like Nazis in 
their ways, swept into plunder London 
and lay waste all they saw. 

William the Bastard swept victoriously 
from Hastings, first English King to ‘be 
‘crowned in the Abbey Church of Westminster. 
Confirming the burghers in all their old 
rights, he gave London a charter, and built 
the Tower to buttiess it. As it fretted and 
fought under the Plantagenets, London grew 
into .one of the wonders of ‘the medimval 
world. For 30 years the masons tolled to 
raise a grand new St, Paul's—the highest 
church in Europe, with its delicate spire 
piercing the sky at 520 feet. Around it 150 
churches and sumptuous great houses’ clus~ 
tered. Like a painted galleon London sailed 
into the sunlit waters of the Elizabethan age. 

Im that golden day the earth was the 
centre of a delightfully-ordered universe. 
England was the contre of the world—and 
London was the centre of England. Glotiana, 
the Virgin Queen, had ended anarchy, pro- 
duced social and religious balance, peace and 
security. She danced before foreign ambas- 
sadors, adored music and poetry, drama and 
Pageantry, Her Court. glittered with the 
graces and gaicties of the Renaissance. 
Drake, Frobisher and Hawkins sailed from 
Deptford to rove and loot the now world of 
opening horizons and illimitable hope. The 
most ardent spirits of England strolled across 
London Bridge, under impaled heads of 
traitors, called at the Tabard Inn, and stop- 
ped short of tho Bear Garden to crowd the 
Globe Theatre and listen to William Shakes~ 
eare’s latest play. In the round, timber- 
‘nd-thateh little playhouse, open to the sky, 
the mightiest of dramas moved over the bare 
projecting stage. Imagination musb remedy 
the lack of acenery, and Shakespeare fed it 
‘with bis word-painting. Outside the theatre 
these sensitive citizens enjoyed a London 
which would revolt the least fastidious of 
their descendants. ‘They revelled in the 
baiting af bears by savage dogs, the cockfight, 
the disembowelling of Popish priests on the 

saffold. ‘They roasted witches, flogged bawds 
through the streets.

‘And London's streets stank like the drains 
they were. The White Friars beside the 
‘Temple complained that even their incense 
could not overcome the stench floating over 
from the River Fleet. The Civil War saw 
the capital first on the side of the King, then 
‘as enthusiastically the opposite. Of its 
visible splendours much was destroyed at the 
hhands of the Puritans ; the soldiers’. horses 
‘wore stabled in St. Paul's nave. Still London 
stank and bred disease. Its very soil wat 
soaked to many feet in poisonous percola~ 
tions. Ninety thousand of the people were 
swept away by the Great Plague of 1605— 
worst of a long string of contagions, The 
Great Firg of the following year destroyed 
Ave-sixths-of the City within the walls, gutted 
Old St, Paul's, 84 churches, 13,000 houses, 
id £10,000,060 worth of “havoc. But it 
urged London of its disease-breeding foul- 
ness. Christopher Wren had his plan ready 
for a new London—a neat lay-out of straight 
roads radiating from Ludgate Circus, as tidy 
4% a modern villa-suburb, Vested interests 
killed all that ;-the same old jumble was 
born again. Wren's new St. Paul's was the 
erown of Renaissance magnificence, and he 
cunningly grouped his 63 other churches to 
set off the glory of its Dome. ‘The Cathedral 
has survived jerry-building and a 1940 time 
‘bomb ; but some ofits daughter churches have 
suflered in the war. Broadening boundaries 
were the mark of the elegant 18th century. 
‘The wealthy moved westward from the City 
the Town expanded, 

A gargantuan, gaslit monster, the London 
wo know began to emerge 100 years ago, It 
pushed out and has gone on pushing out until 
{ts vague limits trespass on Epping Forest, 
creep halfway to Southend, make an indus~ 
{rial belt of Slough and claw over the chalk 
Downs of Surrey. Drive 40 miles and you 
will not escape its rooftops; which is one 
reason why it will take a hell of a lot of 
bombs. Confused, unco-ordinated, treading 
on one another's toes; the parishes of this 
strange London found themselves administer- 
Ing a new world with the tools of the Middle 
‘Ages. Less than a century ago, vestry- 
‘meetings still governed London as’ they did 
{in the 16th century. 











With .stone mainly carved trom the in- 
exhaustible quarries of Portland, London has 
thrown up ‘stimulating white ‘towers and 
cleaneut vistas from the grey plain of smoked 
brick. A new skyline points to the future; 
and bombs do useful clearance work in pre= 
aration. 

As in the Kaiser's’ War, progress and deve- 
Jopment are now on the shelf, For the first 





time since William the Conqueror, the capital 
was attacked from abroad in the three years 
1015-18. Zeppelins and planes dropped 922 
explosive and incendiary bombs on the city,

It is 
indigenous to China, has large leaves and bears 
showy panicles of whitish flowers in May or 
June, The flowers are followed by long, narrow, 
feylindrle pods, bunched fairly close together 
these pods aro persistent; they remain on the 
trees all winter. The catalpa is a most useful 
quick-growing shade tree; but it is lable to 
be damaged during the typhoon season owing 
to its heavy “head.” Pollarding encourages the 
tree to produce large leaves which are very 
tropleal and ornamental in appearance. The 
tying of *Fie" branches to the masts of steame 
Js, we believe, an old custom connected with 
Crites masse (ihe Mass of Christ) and it has no 
‘connection with the Chinese custom of tying 
branches on the top of poles during the bulld~

ments, The use of Spruce trees at Christmastime 
dates back to the ancient Roman festival of 
‘Saturn ; but the practice was not really introduced 
into England until the reign of Queen Victoria.
